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THE Faswion IN) Furs.—A Paris 
correspondent writes the following about 
the fashion in furs for the coming season: 

Among the novelties, I remarked 
peletots and muffs made entirely of as- 
trakan, and decorated with embroidery 
in the oriental style, This embroidery 
cousists of red worsted braid and wold 
soutuche, forming arabesques, and is 
placed in straight bands down the paletot 
and around the sleeves, each arabesque 
terminating with a red and gold tassel, 
Astrakan paletots are likewise trimmed 
with black gimp, in which jet beads are 
largely introduced, Muifs trimmed with 
two bands of this handsome gimp, which 
is ornamented at regular intervals with 
long cut jet drops, and completed with 
two tassels, have an extremely hand- 
some effect, These gimp bands are ar- 
ranged across the muff, and in this re- 
spect differ from the bands of fur, 

Velvet muffs are bordered with fur at 
both ends, and, in many instances, small 
heads of the ermine or sable gre added as 
decorations. When only two bands of 
furare used, there are two heads, one at 
each side of the mut!; but when there 
are three bands, a single head is fastened 
to the centre one. 

Mutts made of cloth and richly 
broidered, attracted my attention, They 
are in excellent taste, and very suitable 
to be worn with costumes made of cloth, 
so popular last winter jn the Faubourg 
St. Germain. They are of blue eloth, 
braided with black soutache, and borde: 
ed with bands of otter, also black cloth 
braided in black and edged with squirrel, 
formed exceediggly pretty mulls.

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Wontrn CENTRE. Laying of the 
Corner Stone of the Episcopal Chureh.— 
We have for some weeks past watched 
with interest the progress of the building 
of the Episcopal Chureh in Woburn. 
There can be no doubt that such a strue- 
ture has long been sadly needed. All the 
other prineipal denominations have their 
places 6f worship, the size and imposing 
Appearance of some of which tend to add 


much to the character and importance of 


the town. But, though there are many 
Episcopalians in the town and neighbor- 
hood, never, until this date, has an Epis. 
copal Church been planted or main- 
tained therein during its incorporation as 
a town—a period of over two centuries. 
The society has been for some time wor- 
shipping in Lyceum Hall, pending the 
building of a place of worship. About 
live weeks since the work of erecting a 
a church was commenced on Main street. 
Tuesday last was fixed for the ceremony 
of laying the corner-stone. Invitations 
were issued to a large number of clergy 
and laity to be present on the occasion, 
and a full attendance was expected, but 
the sun which had hitherto shone almost 
uninterruptedly on the work, at last re- 
treated and hid his face behind a fierce 
storm, The morning was ushered in by 
a cold, damp fog, which gradually settled 
to a heavy rain, accompanied by more 
than half a gale of wind. The ceremony, 
however, was not to be put off; although 
of course it had to be performed ina very 
different manner from what was intended. 

Rev. Dr. Huntington, tector of 
Emanuel Chureh, Boston, who had under- 
taken to take the principal part in the 
day’s proceedings, arrived at 4 o'clock, 
and was met at the depot by the Rector 
and Wardens. They proceeded to the 
residence of Mr. Oliver W. Rowers, ad- 
joining the chureh, where it was deter- 
mined to hold the exercises appointed for 
the occasion. Irom fifty to sixty per- 
sons assembled, and the service com- 
menced with the CXNXNXIT Psalm, read 
according to the Episcopal vsage hy 
Minister and people, in alternate verses. 
Then the Lord’s Prayer, preceded by 
some short prayers for the blessing of 
God upon the undertaking. That these 
walls now begun might be built up an 
holy temple unto Ilim ; that the work- 
men employed might be protected from 
accident. Kc. Then a short passage of 
Scripture was read, verses 10th and 11th 
of Ezra, Chapter IIT; after which the 
choir sang the beautitul hymn called 
“Te Deum Landamus.” The party then 
adjourned to the chureh, the Wardens 
and Vestrymen walking in front. followed 
hy the Rey. Dr. IIuntington and Rev. IT. 


D. Nicholson, the Reetor, in their 
surplices, 


All being assembled on the floor of the 
church, Rev. HW. D. Nicholson read out 
the following list of the articles which 
had been previously deposited in a metal 
box let into the stone, which lay ready to 
be set in its place, having been made and 
presented for the purpose by Mr. Pick- 
ering. 

Hitorical sketch of the parish, names 
of the officers, by-laws, names of build- 
ing committee, architect, builder, copies 
of Middlesex Journal, Christian Witness, 
order of the service for the day, and 
journal of last Diocesan Convention, pro- 
gramme of a concert to be given in aid of 
the funds, 

Rey. Dr. IIuntington then taking a 
hammer and striking the stone three 
blows, in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, pro- 
nounced: 

Ilay the corner-stone of an edifice to 
be here erected by the name of Trinity 
Church, to be devoted to the service of 
Almighty God, according to the doctrine, 
discipline, and worship of the Protestant 


Episcopal Church in the United States of | 


America. 

Other foundation can no man lay than 
that wh ch is laid, even Jesus Christ ; 
who is (rod over all, blessed for evermore, 
in whom we have redemption through 
His blood, even the forgiveness of sins. 
Amen, 

On their returning to the house, Dr. 
ILuntington addressed those assembled in 
a most eloquent and masterly manner, 
After explaining how entirely the doc- 
trines and usages of the chureh were in 
accordance with the teaching of our Lord 
and his Apostles, and how peculiarly her 
system was calculated to win the love of 
all men, he bade them remember that the 
stone which they had that day laid wa 
not the real corner-stone of the church: 


the true corner-stone being Christ. He 
exhorted them to persevere in the good 


work, and not tb be discouraged if disap- 
pointments arose. Alluding to the unta- 
vorable weather, he told them he did not 
look upon it at all as a thing to be de- 
plored, Ile looked upon it as a beautiful 
sign from Heaven ; most consonant with 
all their feelings that day. In the words 
of the Prophet Isaiah—‘“as the rain 
cometh down, and the snow from Heaven, 
and returneth not thither, but watereth 
the earth, and maketh it bring forth and 
bud, that it may give seed to the sower 
and bread to the eater: so shall my word 
be that goeth forth out of my mouth; it 
shall not return unto me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please,and itshall 
wrosper in the thing whereto I sent it. 
Fattaad of the thorn shall come up the fir 
tree ; and instead of the briay shall come 
up the myrtle tree ; andit shall be tothe 
Lord for a name, for an everlasting sigu 
that shall not be cut off.” 

The exercises then concluded with a 
hymn, after which the clergy, parish offi- 
cers, and friends, to the number of about 
forty, sat down to a sumptuous dejeuncr 
Jaid out at the residence of the Rector.

The Winchester Society for aiding Free 
Schools at the South. 

As this Society hag lately excited some 
discussion in the Middles@x Journal, and 
as its position and history seem to be gen- 
erally misunderstood, We, the under- 
signed, officers of the S@ciety, have been 
advised to give an ofBeial statenrent, that 
shall brie ly explain the condition ot 
things, and if possible put an end to 
doubts and questions. 

This Society was started early in Feb- 
ruary, 1867, the opening meeting being 
held in the vestry of the Congregation: ul 
Chureh. The object was to found a Soci- 
ety avhith should not only assist the 
Freedmen, but anite the town, as a com- 
munity, irrespective of all party or de- 
nominational lines, in a common work, 
The first meeting was held on Thursday, 
January Blst, at “the vestr ysand was ad- 
dressed by the Secretary of the N. E, 
reedinen’s Union Commission, which fs 
itself x braneh of the American Freed- 
men’s Union Commission, of which Chief 
Justice Chase is President, and Rey. Dr. 
Lyman Abbott of N. Y.is Secretary. 
This Commission is conducted wholly 
without regard to sect or purty, and its 
aim is to establish throughout the South, 
not denominational, or missionary, 
schools, but simply that great Free 
School System which is the pride and 


Re} ellion, 
marked distinetly the area of loyalty. 

At this first meeting only about 30 
persons were present, and no permanent 
organization was adopted, but collectors 
were appointed to canvass the town, and 
report ut another meeting.

Johnson's description of the settlement 
of the town of Woburn farnishes the most 
interesting detailed description extant of 
the manner in which an early New Bng- 
land town wis planted. In May, 1640, 
a committee was chosen by the church of 
Charlestown for the settlement of the 
town of Woburn. This committee, of 
which Capt. Johnson was the leading 
member, carried on the enterprise, and 
managed all its afful®s for two years after 
the settlement was completed and the 


town incorporated. The first board of 
selectmen, of which Capt. Johnson was 
chairman, was not appointed till April, 


1644. 
“Now,” says Johnson (p. 177), “to de- 
clare how this people proceeded in relig- 
ious matters, and so consequently all the 
Churches of Christ planted in New Eng- 
land, when they came once to hopes of 
being such a competent number of people |
